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VITAL STATISTICS. 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 3. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of 
the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge, 
showing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, the name, age, birthplace, occupation and 
residence (including the street number, if any) of each 
parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name of the 
physician or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. 
If the child is illegitimate, the name of and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be set forth except upon 
written request of both the father and mother. Said physi- 
cian or officer shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail 
or deliver to the clerk or register of the town where such 
birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein above re- 
quired to be shown on said record and also the said written 
request, if any; provided, that if said report is not so made 
within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or 
officer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of 
the birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in 
a city, and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a 
certificate of the town clerk stating that any such birth has 
been duly reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physi- 
cian or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so re- 
ported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty- 
five dollars. 
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Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such births, shall furnish the same upon 
request of the clerk of the town where such child was born 
or its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. 
Such member or servant refusing to furnish such facts 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth ot 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such child is born. Every 
householder in whose house a death occurs and the oldest 
next of kin of a deceased person in the town where the death 
occurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause notice there- 
of to be given to the board of health.

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FORTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF 


PARK COMMISSIONERS 
FOR THE YEAR ENDED DECEMBER 31, 1945, 


The Park Commissioners report that the year of 1945 
proved to be a successful one from all angles. Although the 
interest of the spectators and players of soft-ball baseball 
seemed to be smaller than during the year of 1944, the hard- 
ball baseball games seemed to be coming back into their own, 
one of the most interesting games of the season being the “Old 
Timers” annual contest. 

The tennis courts enjoyed their usual popularity during 
the summer months, and the Park Department employees, by 
dint of much work, were able to keep the courts in excellent 
shape. 

The bath house was a popular spot during the hot sum- 
mer months, being the center of interest for the children dur- 
ing the day, and used to good advantage on week-ends and 
during the long evenings by adults. Due again to the cur- 
tailed travel conditions, as a result of the war, the bath house 
was kept open on Sundays and Holidays. This summer the 
Park Commissioners were fortunate in being able to procure 
the services of an instructor, and the following number of in- 
dividuals were successful in passing the tests for the various 
grades:

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During the year, the Town purchased, for the use of the 
Park Department, approximately 31.5 acres of land, with a 
frontage on Overdale Parkway, and adjoining the Old Salt 
Box and other land already under the jurisdiction of the 
Park Department. The Town also purchased approximately 
12.367 acres from the Hopedale Coal and Ice Co., a portion of 
the land located near the Ice Houses recently torn down. 

The purchase of this land completes the holdings of the 
Park Department of land located around the pond. It is now 
the intention of the Park Department to construct a road, 
and paths, so that it will be possible to walk completely around 
the pond. The roads so constructed will also be used to aid 
in the prevention of fires which might be started in or near 
Park woodlots. As soon as it is feasible, the Park Commis- 
sioners also hope to clear the underbrush, clean up dead 
trees, and generally make the area more presentable, and 
further encourage the growth and development of good stand- 
ing timber.

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REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


No pupil may enter the first grade unless he will be six 
years old on or before October first. 


No pupil may enter the kindergarten unless he will be five 
years old on or before October first. 


When a child first enters the public schools of the town 
he must present a birth certificate and a vaccination certifi- 
cate. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of any 
contagious disease shall not return to school unless he has se- 
cured from the attending physician or the school physician a 
health certificate stating that all danger of contagion is over. 


The No-School Signal is 2-2-2-2. When the No-School 
signal is sounded at 7.30 A. M., it closes all the schools for the 
day. When the No-School signal is sounded at 12.30 P. M., 
it closes the elementary schools for the afternoon. The No- 
School signal will be reserved for unusually stormy days when 
it appears that it will be dangerous for the health and safety 
of a large proportion of the pupils to attend school. There 
will be some stormy days when the parents must determine 
whether it is safe for their own children to attend school.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


The librarian respectfully submits the sixtieth annual 
report. 


Statistics tell the factual story of the library’s activities 
and services for the past year, the routine work followed in 
most up-to-date libraries throughout the country. How- 
ever there are always the intangibles that are often the most 
important part, values that cannot be expressed in words and 
figures. These include diversion for leisure hours, opportun- 
ity for study, opening the treasures of the kingdom of books 
to young and new readers. 


Work with young people is an important part of the 
library’s program. High school pupils constantly use the adult 
section for reference work and supplementary reading while 
the first year pupils are given two sessions for instruction 
and practice in making use of the library’s facilities. In the 
grades 67 junior high pupils in Miss Cressey’s room gained 
reading certificates issued by the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts for reporting on the required number of approved books, 
and in Miss Gladys Crowell’s 5th grade, 14 out of 24 pupils 
who read for certificates won special honors. Many pre- 
school children have already found their way to the library 
through the interest of their parents and kindergarten teach- 
ers. Story hours in the children’s room also attract young 
readers introduced in this way to juvenile favorites, new and 
old. 


The South Hopedale Branch has continued its useful ser- 
vice for residents of that district with Miss Caldwell in charge, 
generously sharing her wide experience and enthusiasms in the 
book world with neighbors and borrowers. 
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The library has received gifts of especial interest and 
value in the past year, notably some of local appeal from Mr. 
Henry Townshend together with many classics; valued refer- 
ence books from Mr. B. H. Bristow Draper, Jr., and the always 
welcome books of current fiction from Mrs. B. H. Bristow 
Draper, Sr. 


Since the ending of the war it has been a great delight to 
welcome young men back from years of service. Already re- 
turn to normal ways of living is reflected in increased cir- 
culation. 


Readers for the library have reported on over 90 books of 
fiction most of which were approved for circulation. 


The librarian has attended meetings of the Massachusetts 
Library Association in Boston and Amherst, also those of the 
Children’s Round Table in the Boston Public Library. 


Appreciation for thoughtful interest in the welfare of 
staff members is hereby expressed to the Trustees, with grat- 
itude for their loyal support. 


Without the help and co-operation of Mrs. Damon, of our 
summer helper Miss Congdon, and other members of the staff 
it would be impossible to give the library service to which the 
public is entitled.
